Philadelphia In d u s t ries
Alone Ask 25,000 Men,
12,000 Women

HOPE FOR ADJUSTMENT

UL 8. Employment Service Ad-

mits Labor Situation in
State Is Acute

With requisitions already in  from
IPhiladelphla war Industries alone eall-
ing for 25,000 unskilled mnle Inborers
and 12,000 women workers, who are
urgently ngeded to begin work Monday,
only two countles In the State reported
i Furplus of labor today to the head-
qunrters here of the United States Em-
pioyment Service for Pennsylvania,

Oficinls of the employment service,
while ndmitting the labor situatlon In

They do not require
that men engnged for this work shall
have had previous experience, and ecan
uke an almost unlimited number at the
highest unlon scale of wagoes,

Women Workers In Demand

Under a readjustment effected this
afternonn between the employment sery-
fee and  employers engaged In war
work, the latter will be permitted to
advertise for laber after a preseribed
form, as representatives of the em-
nlnyment service, but not as individual
employers,  Such advertising will refer
nll appllieants to the Federal employ-
ment office nearest to the prospective
employers, High wage Inducements and
other advantages over competitive em-
ployers will be barred from the ad-
vertisements,

Farmers Not Forgoiten

In an open letter to the firmers of
Pénnsylvania, who are sald to be having
great diMeulty in obtalning sufMcient
labor to harvest thelr crops, ",
Stevens, nagricultural director of the
Btate Chamber of Commerce, nssured
them todny that their problem "ls being
kept contantly in mind and that they
iire not forgotten,

“During the coming year,”
Mr, Stevens, “there may even he a de-
crease In the number of farm hands
that are employed for elght or twelve
months, but there will be more than
vorrerponding increase in supply of help
during the senron when it (s really
necded”  Mr. Stevens pointed out that
the Federal community labor boards In
each distriet “"have the power to cloxe
the less essential Industries during the
period of greatest farm activity and to
plice their employes upon the farms at
the time needed,”

Ship Built at New Dela-
ware Yards

The first fabricated stee] ship bullt at
one of the new shipyards on the Deéla-
ware River will be launched this after-
noon at the Merchant Shipbullding plant
at Bristel. .

Edward N, Hurley, chalrman of the
United States shipping board, found it
Impossible to be present, but In spirit he
was there, and rxpressed his good dishes
In a telegram. 1t wag addressed to the
officials and workers of the Bristol yard,
and read as follows:

“1 regret being unable to attend
Inunching. You may be certaln that It
given me 1he greatest sgatisfaction to
know that the Merchant Shipbullding
| Corporntion has reached its first launch-
Ing.

“We shall now confidently ook te you
fur production launchings and dellverles
| on a scale in keeping with the great
plant you have bullt, and wonderful or=
ghanlzation you have carrled out. Kindly
convey my good wishes Yo the thousands
of employes In your yard who now, after
the long montha of preparation, are able
to show t‘nmrlble resulta to the nition
and the fleet and recelve credit for their
work, I belleve they will make big rec-
ords,"

Quiet though the cermony will be
when compared with the launching of
Hog Island’s first vessel on Monday, It
neverthless will symbolize the spirit that
pervades the shipyards along the Dela-
ware River-—n whole-hearted determina.
tion to rush construction tg the utmost.

At least 26,000 persons will be present
| when the blg cargo-carrier glides from
| tha shipway into the river at 1%30
o'elock, Mre. W. Averill Harriman,
bride of the head of the Merchant Com-
pany, will christen the ship Watonwan.

Omnly a hrief, simple program for the
lnunching itself has been outlined, Aftar
the crash of the champagne bottle
against the stern of the blg ship and ita
journey to the water, there will be little
speechmaking.
